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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Ladd (US 
6,097,791) teaches receiving a voice message and categorization data elicited from a 
user during an interactive session in which the voice message is received from the user, 
wherein the categorization data is the telephone number of a voice message recipient 
(figure 4a, step 405). Stephens (US 6,259,772) also teaches receiving a voice 
message and categorization data elicited from a user during an interactive session in 
which the voice message is received from the user, wherein the categorization data is a 
delivery time for sending the voice message to a recipient. 

Both Ladd and Stephen fail teach that the categorization data comprises 
customer relationship management information, and enterprise resource planning 
information maintained in a data system as recited in independent claims 1, 9 and 17. 
Ladd and Stephen also fail to teach that if the categorization data satisfies a condition, 
the performing an action for modifying information stored in the data system, wherein 
the modification requires stabling a communication channel with an administrator for 
approval as recited in independent claims 8, 16 and 24.
